Canada Must Not Break Faith 


(A New Year's Editorial) 


In Flander’s fields, the poppies blow 

Between the crosses, row ‘on row, 
That mark our place; and in the sky 
The larks, still bravely singing, fly, 

Scarce heard amid the guns below. 


We are the dead. Short days ago 
We lived, felt dawn, saw sunset glow, 
Loved and were loved, and now we 
lie 
In Flander’s fields. 


Take up our quarrel with the foe! 
To you, from failing hands, we throw 
The torch. Be yours to hold it high: 
~ If ye break faith with us who @ie 
We shall not sleep, though poppies 
grow 


In Flanders’ fields. 


These soul-stirring words by the 
“late Colonel McCrea, constituting onc 
of the finest poems produced during 
the war, found a responsiye chord in 
the hearts of the Cariadian people. It 
Was a message to them from one of 
their own gallant soldiers, who later 
made the supreme sacrifice. It called 
our boys into the army; it encourag- 
ed our civilian population to sacrifice 
and serve at home; it opened the 
pocket books of all our people for 
the Victory Loans and every patri- 
otic fund. It inspirgd all Canada to 
hold high the torch of freedom and 


“carry on” until victory was finally 
achieved, 
It would be a mistake, however, 


now that the war is ended in a glor- 
ious victory, for the people of €Cana- 
da to congratulate themselves that 
they did not break faith with their 
heroic dead, and that their task is 
also ended, It is only begun. The 
message of the poem was not for war 
times only; tit remains for the Cana- 
dian people to still keep the faith. 
During the war they caught the torch 
thrown: Q them and lifted it high; it 
is’ HOW: Atlrelir duty to hold it high and 
so maintain tit during the years that 
are tow before thei. io 

Thé ‘duty of the soldiers is nearing 
an ghd. Soon they will return to 
theit homes and prepare to resume 
their place in civilian life. They have 
kept the faith. But the obligation 
still rests upon the people of Canada 
not to break faith with those who 
have fallen. Ever must their mem- 
‘ ory be kept green and fresh by our 
. people. Their loved dependénts’ must 
be cared for and protected as a sac- 
red legacy left to the nation. Their 
returning maimed, broken 
in health, suffering from shell shock 
and the many disabilities of war, yes, 
those returning in health and strength 
to begin life anew, must be accord- 
ed the syinpathetic consideration, at- 
tention and assistance of a grateful 
people. 

Nor is this all. Our glorious dead 
in Flanders’ fields lie there because, 
in keeping the faith, they gave their 
all for Canada. They died that lib- 
erty might live. They counted no 
sacrifice too great that Canada might 
continue to be gloriously free and in- 
dependent. They laid 4 down their 
lives in thee cause of freedom, and 
for Canada, not any isolated section 
of Canada, but this whole magnificent 
Dominion, and inorder that through- 
out its vast expanse of territory it 
should ever be the home of 4 free, 
united, happy and prosperous people. 

Entering a new year, a new year of 
peace, confronted with grave prob- 
lems of reconstruction, with all the 
inevitable unrest and upheaval  fol- 

y lowing a great war, are the people of 

Canada still prepared to keep faith 

/ with their dead in Flanders’ fields? 
f If, in the year upon which we now 
: enter, and in the years to follow, the 

people of Canada, individually and 

collectively, display a greater toler- 

ance one toward the other; if there 

is less of racial and creed bitterness 

and prejudice manifested; if there is 

‘ a widespread desire to encourage and 
develop a greater unity in national 
purpose; if there is less of individual 


comrades 


and sectional selfishness and more of 
an effort towards the rendering of 
patriotic service to the state; if the 


fine spirit of sacrifice and service en- 
gendered by the war is carried into 
the years of peace; if, in a word, the 
torch of freedom so yalorously held 
and by soldiers 
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through Flanders’ fields, is still held 
aloft in Canada, then, and only then, 
shall we be keeping faith with those 
who sleep where the blood red pop- 
pies “grow.

Did Russia Finance 
German Revolution ? 


Question Is Agitating Political Cir- 
cles 

Berlin. — The question of whether 
the Germamreyolution was _finahced 
from Russia is agitating political cir- 
cles, the imputation being that the In- 
dependent Socialists received large 
sums from Russian sources. 

Contributing eo this . discussion 
some of the Socialist newspapers 
have printed what purported to be a 
wireless despatch from Adolph Joffre, 
from  Bolsheviki representative in 
Berlif, to Richard Barth and Hugo 
Haase, of the German ultra-radical 
faction, to the effect that while Joffe 
has not paid the German interests 
anything directly, they were well 
aware whence the money had come, 

Joffe declared that Oscar Cohen, 
German under-secretary of justice, 
had control of 10,000,000 rubles for 
the furtherance of the German revo- 
lution and that altogether 24,000,000 
marks had been placed at the dispo- 
sal of the German revolutionists by 
Russia. 

The Independent Socialist newse 
paper, Freiheit, says that the party 
decided months before the revolution 
not to accept money from Russia and 
it energetically resents Joffe’s impu-

Murray Gibbon in His

All educational institutions 
whatever grade, perhaps merit criti- 
cism from one or anothér angle, But 
Oxford is again most gorgeously 
justified and glorified by John Murray 
Gibbon in “Drums Afar’( John Lane 
Co., New York). ‘Not flamboyantly 
in the American fashion, but deftly, 
subtly, casually. Class room work is 
given but negligible mention, pro- 
perly so since the Oxfordian’s prin- 
ciple text book is lis intercourse with 
men of different upbringing, circum- 
stances, character, ideals, manners. 
Oxford’s real value lies in its social 
life and activities, and the precious 
few years there should be devoted to 
sports and goodfellowship. At least 
this is the English view. Eccentric 
Americans “dig” and then capitalize 
their degree at $5,000! But it is a 
very~fascinating picture of Oxford 
Mr. Gibbon gives his readers, one to 
make each long for the experience 
and to appreciate the actual value of 
college affiliations. Mr. Gibbon ap- 
pears thoroughly familiar with Ox- 
ford, and with social England of the 
Oxford plane.

-andum on the merchant shipping of 
the world issued by Lloyds register

Intervention 
in Russia May 
Be Abandoned 


Allies Will Not Send Any More 
Troops to Russia 


Paris. — (The allied governments 
have decided against further inter- 
vention in Russia, at least for the 
presext, according to indications from 
official sources. Great Britain and 
the United States, it is reported, while 
recognizing that Russia should be as- 
sisted in a way to permit her gecitng 
back to normal conditions, point out 
that military intervention on a large 
scale would involve difficulties and 
dangers of all kinds. ‘

‘Display of Captured Cannon 


Sight of Thousands of Giins Proof 
Victory Is a Fact 

London.’— One of the striking fea- 
tures of Paris during the progress of 
the new Liberation Loan campaign, 
was the display of an immense collec- 
tion of cannon captured from the 
Germans. On such a historical spot, 
the display had an impressive effect. 
At one corner of the immense square 
sat the immobile genius of Alsace, 
typified by the figure of Strassbourg, 
regarding, one might well imagine, 
the triumph which 40 years and more 
of patient waiting had brought to the

BRAVED ALL PERILS 


British gumbsrita Carried On to the 
End 


London, — The finest of all tales 
of the achievements of British sub- 
marines in war time, is now com- 
pleted by the official story of the 
sinking of the famous submarine 
E-14, .off the Dardanelles early in 
1918, with the loss 6f her new com- 
mander, Lieutepant Commander |™=—"—"""" 
White and seven of the crew. oe 

The, E-14 left Mudros on the even- 
ing of January 22, and proceeded up 
the Dardanelles to search for the 
Goeben. After diving under subma- 
rine nets, she found that the Goebeu 
which the enemy had moved a_ few 
hours previously, had gone, so. Com- 
mander White turned back, keeping 
sharp lookout for enemy craft. A 
torpedo was fired at the ship, which 
it transpired, carried the Goeben’s 
ammunition, causing a heavy explo- 
sion, which extinguished the subma- 
rine’s lights-and sprang the fore- 
hatch, Leaking badly, the submarine 
rose to within 15 feet of the surface. 

This drew a heavy fire but she was 
not damaged. She submerged to a 
hundred feet and continued on her 
course, but became unsteady and: kept 
diving so she was brought to the sur- 
face as she could no longer he relied 
upon under water and only three bot- 
tles of aitMere left. A heavy fire im- 
mediately opened from both sides of 
the stratis and a_ shell hit the hull 
just over the ward room/ destroying 
the upper stezring gear. An E-14 sur- 
vivor says; . 

“Orders were given to steer from 
below and we ran the gauntlet: for 
half an hour, only a few shots hit- 
tin. us, The captain, seeing it was 
hopeless to escape, ran toward the 
shore, His last words were ‘We are 
in God’s hands.’ Only a few seconds 
later I looked for him and saw his 
body, mangled by shell fire, roll into 
the water and go under. The last 
shell hit the starboard tank, killing 
all, I believe. - 93 

“The submarine soon afterwards 
ran into a sandbar close inshore and 
the Turks picked us up,” said the sur- 
vivor,

“There is not the slightest doubt that 
the German fleet can be disposed of 
harmoniously by the allies. If it is 
no longer needed for deeds of war, 
why not rémove the guns and use 
the great ships for peaceful pursuits? 
There certainly is-need for every pos- 
sible addition to the world’s tonnage,”

Canadian Butter Helped to Maintain 
Small Ration 

Ottawa, — Right Hon, J. R. Clynes, 
food controller of Great Britain, has 
sent to Sir Robert Borden, prime 
minister, a letter in which he expres 
ses Great Britain’s appreciation — of 
the assistance rendered by Canada 
last September in conmmandeeriog 
butter for overseas, 
when the situation was most critical. 
Mr. Clynes’ letter is as follows: 

“Dear Sir Robert Borden: 

My attention has been drawn to 
the action-recently taken by the*Can- 
ada food board im coimmandccring 
butter for this country. I am infoim- 
ed by the butter~section of the min- 
istry that without the butter which 
Canada supplies in this way, the but- 
ter ration, which, as you are aware, 
is now only one ounce per head per 
week, might have-had to be discon- 
tinued for a time. We were ‘faced 
early in September with the possibil- 
ity of a serious shortage of supplies. 
Our immediate difficulty arose main- 
ly through lack of freight on ~ the 
Australasian route, which made us 
almost entirely dependent for the 
‘time being upon . North American 
supplies. It was in these circumstat- 
ces that we appealed to Canada to 
help ‘us to maintain, our small ration, 
to which appeal Canada _ responded 
by requisitioning the whole make of 
c‘eamery butter in certain provitices 
for several weeks. The requisitioning 
of this butter and its shipment to 
Great Britain were carricd out with 
remarkable expedition, 

“We are very grateful, indeed, both 
to the officials who dealt with the 
matter and to the consuming popula- 
tidn in Canada, for this timely assis- 
tance at the most critical period in 
the matter of butter supplies which 
we have exyerienced during the war, 
Md 1 should be glad if you would 
kindly convey to the Canadian people 
au expression of our appreciation of 
the sacrifice made by them on our be- 
half in our time of need,
